THK WJiS'l' AN'D THE EAST. 


Tho West WHS settled chiufly from the 


Knsl, arid it is but natural that its people 
should look Ijjir.k with iiffcntion to the lnad of 
tlioir birth. They IIMVO mnay 1'olatioris and 
friends thorn, antl these bind them to the 
Kiist with strong sympathies from remem- 
brances, nod u thousand living ties. 


But if iho Went is thus connected with 


tiio Knst, iho Enst i.s likewi.se united to the 
West by tlie simte, orkiudrcd bonds. It might 
roitsoimlily l>e expected, thereforo, that the 
peopJu of tlie .East would feel a deep inter- 
ost in the welfare of their Western cousins, 
and bo ready to treat them as equal mem- 
burs of the sumo family. It would seoin 
rather umiatural for thorn to put on airs, and 
treat their Western brethren with supercil- 
iousiiecs, and accord to them, with the con- 
descension of n patron, what belongs to them 
ns a matter of indisputable right. Yet this 
feeling of superiority, and the claim of pre- 
cedence growing out of it, is manifest in all 
departments of Society and the Government. 
It runs through, and gives shape and color 
to the fiction of nil our National Associa- 
tions ami Conventions, political and re- 
ligious, in the National Whig and Demo- 
cratic Conventions it is rampant— in the 
Free Dtiniocnitic Conventions it shows itself 
fresh and blooming. In our National Tem- 
perance Conventions it is full grown and 
overbearing. 
In the meetings of tho great 


National Boards,Missionary, Tract, Sundny 
.School and Educational, it is there, like Sa- 
tan in robes of light, under the garb of great 
Piety and large Experience. 
Or if they 


catch a Western orator, at; these holy con- 
vocations, who can piny upon the henrl 
strings, and itiuko music in the soul, the 
Rev. Doctors and Rabbis USB him—as Bar- 
ntim does Tom Thumb and his Elephants— 
to magnify their office and bring u larger 
grist to their mill. 


The same spirit prevails, to a greater or 


less degree, in tho Eastern Colleges arid 
Seminaries. Anything will do for the. West.' 
Young fledglings from Yale, Harvard, Un- 
ion Arnhorst, Andover, and other mills, lit- 
erary, law and theological, broken down 
miniijters, briefless lawyers and itinerant 
Jccturors, whom nobody will patronize at. 
the East, and who must either starve, work, 
steal, beg or emigrate, start for tho West, 
us Iho land of promise for them, confident 
that we, poor benighted creatures, will wel- 
come them with open arms, confess their 
superior merits, load them with honors and 
give them the choicest places and the am- 
plest pay. They tire ready—the kind souls 
— to stop right in and take the lead. They 
are fresh from the East, and hnve recom- 
mendations from ministers and statesmen, 
enough to give respectability and conse- 
quence to a ship load of jackasses. And the 
innocent signers of these certificates never 
seem li> imagine that we, of the West, 
fcnow how such certificates me procured, 
»nd of what, stulF the makers of them are 
themselves made ! 


During a residence of five and a half yenrs 


hero, we have had many a graduate—with 
little besido his sheep-skin to recommend 
him—kindly offer to edit our paper, nnd 
some of them have been highly offended at 
the intimation, that, probably, at present, 
—at least until they had had a Western 
shako or two, nnd seen the elephant out on 
the prairies—we could edit our own paper 
us well as they could. 


And the lawyers! Heaven knows how 


many small limbs of legality, nt the East, 
think there is u great dearth of legal lore 
and genius at iho West, nnd yearly swarm 
townrdsun-set with thefullbeliof that wealth 
and honors await them. 
And after running 


the gauntlet, n year or two, between pover- 
ty, pride and tho penitentiary, they either 
settle down into some useful nuiinml em- 
ploy morit, or return to tho maternal hearth- 
stone, cursing the stupidity nnd ignorance 
of a people who will not accept them as 
prophets and tenr.hers. 


Tho same spirit of assumption nnd arro- 


gance manifest in the voluntary forms of 
Society toward the West, is exhibited in 
Iho organized action of the Government. 
It 


has been shown in filling the National offices, 
nod in tho distribution of the Federal pat- 
ronage, in the squandering of millions upon 
the aeuboard, for fortifications, harbors, docks, 
Navy-yards and Arsenals, and the neglect of 
Western Harbors and Rivers. A hundred 
dollars have been expended by the Govern- 
ment on the Eastern slope, where one has 
been spent in the West. 
And what has 


been granted to us, IIHS been doled out to us 
with a grudging aud niggardly hand. And 
this, too, though the population of the West 
almost equals that of the East, and is increas- 
ing in a ratio that surpasses all the recoi'dg 
of history, or prophecy. 


We are sick of the arrogant claim* of the 


East to superior intelligence, virtue, merit, 
and precedence, in our great National gath- 
ering!, and especially in the dispensations 
of rewords and honors at the hand* of the 
Government. For one* we are resolved not 
to give place to this •pirit, for • moment. 


We have been tutored long enough. 
We 


should be able, by this time, to give 8 few 
lessons ourselves—to lay aside the state of 
pupilage, and exercise the manliness of self- 
reliance nnd self-respect. 


The West is strong enough now to take 


care of herself. And she is hourly growing 
stronger. The East need not lay the flatter- 
ing unction to her soul, that the quiet nnd 
uncomplaining West does not know and feel 
the wrongs she has suffered at her hands.— 
She will be wakened one day by the voice of 
the Freemen in the Mississippi valley and 
on the shores of our inland seas, nud find 
that power has slipped from her hands, and 
be made to realize iho truth of Bishop 
Berkley's prophecy, by a home applica- 
tion : 


" Wewtwurct the star of empire lakes its way."

The Burr Oak copies the Waukeaha 


Chronotype's endorsement of Hon. Jas. H.

TURKEY. — Intelligence imd been received 


at Constantinople, dated Bntotiiri, the 4th, 
that » Turkish corps had taken by assault 
Fort Krapousgw (called by the Turks Chek- 
vetil), a thousand Russians were killed, and 
8000 prisoners taken, including u general of- 
ficer. Tho 8000 men who defended the fort 
set fire to the barracks, which were entirely 
destroyed. 
2000 carbines were found, man- 


ufactured at Liege, and bearing tho Prussian 
eaglo. Three pieces of cannon ware also 
taken. The storm was very sanguinary, and 
a battalion of Turkish guards highly distin- 
guished tlifMiist;lves. 


KHANCK. — Paris, A'oo. 18. — The verdict in 


tho trial of the conspirators against the Em- 
peror's lifo, is not guilly in the case of six 
prisoners, and 22 wore found guilty, with 
extenuating circurnatances. 
Of the latter, 


seven have been sontonued to transportation, 
three to eight years' exilo, und the rest to 
terms of imprisonment varying from five to 
ton years. 


The yield of llio last harvest is about 10,- 


000,000 hectolitres below the average, and 
up to the present time, 3,600,000 hectolitres 
of corn have been imported into France. 


The Bank of France has not raised its rate
